>works very well and is nothing less than top quality construction. Too 
>bad everything isn't made this way.

>Second, an HP 5381A Freq Counter. Solid state (boo hiss, I know) with 
>digital read out. Doesn't look pretty, but works very well. Could 
>anyone advise me on how to use this counter to display the local 
>oscillator frequencies of BA's? I hooked it up to 10 turns of magnet 
>wire wrapped around the 6C4 in my R-366 and the signal wasn't strong 
>enough to give a reading. Ideas? Was hoping that there was an 
>alternative to a direct connection. 


Can't say if it will work in your particular application, but I use my 
Tek545 as a general purpose front-end for my HP counter. If your vertical 
plug-in has enough sensitivity to give you a few cms of screen display, your 
counter will love the vertical output signal from the scope. If you have a 
vertical plug-in that has a separate output from the A channel (like the 
Type M), you can run this into the other channel and thus casccade the gain 
of your now two pre-amps. Of course at some point noise makes the signal to 
the HP unreliable, but I've rarely had problems. You're also obviously 
limited by the scope bandwidth. 


BTW, sand-box wise, this doesn't work near so well with a later Tek 
solid-state scope I have. It's vertical output signal is too low for my HP 
counter unless the vertical sensitivity is set so high that the screen 
display is way off scale. It's almost as if Tek intended its tube scopes to 
work with things like HP counters, even if they were silicon life forms.

I think 
they specify 125 ohms. 

My advice: Leave the S0239. Use standard coax. The impedance 
mismatch is trivial for most applications. I.e., the imput impedance is 


probably not exactly 95 ohms at all freq's. Use 75 ohm coax and be happy!

It does not appear to have been designed for balanced input -- only 
unbalanced. 


> 3) Why 95 ohms antenna input impedance? 


I wondered about that, too. My manual shows a very specific 
"fishbone" antenna for use with the receiver. It seems this antenna 
system has a characteristic Z of 95 ohms.
